PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 
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In  the  ten  years  that  I have  been 
associated  with  the  Numismatists 
of  Wisconsin  official  family, the 
organization  has  come  a long  way. 
When  I became  your  Secretary/Tre" 
asurer  in  1970,  we  held  a 30  dea- 
ler, two-day  convention.  Today 
the  convention  is  still  only  two 
days  long  but  instead  of  30  dea- 
lers, we  now  have  over  60  dealers 
at  our  convention.  We  have  also 
added  a major  auction  in  the  last 
year. 

We  also  have  added  two  scholar- 
ships to  the  American  Numismatic 
Association  Summer  Seminar.  These 
scholarships  are  available  to  any 
member.  All  you  have  to  do  is  send 
us  a resume  of  your  numismatic  ac- 
complishments and  a letter  from 
officers  of  your  local  club.  One 
of  the  scholarships  is  reserved 
for  junior  members  and  the  other 
is  reserved  for  adult  members. 

We  also  publish  a quarterly  news- 
letter for  the  membership .We  en- 
courage both  collectors  and  other 
numismatists  to  submit  articles  to 
our  Editor  Gene  Johnson.  The  edi- 
tor is  supplied  with  many  stories 
through  the  Wisconsin  Numismatic 
Writers  Group.  Each  year  the  wri- 
ters group  in  association  with  the 
Numismatists  of  Wisconsin  awards 
plaques  for  the  three  best  stories 
submitted  to  NOW  NEWS. 

With  all  the  progress  we  have  made 
over  the  previous  ten  years  came 
the- growing  pains.  We  have  seen 
many  members  drop  out  of  NOW  for 
various  reasons.  We  have  seen  the 
newsletter  slip  from  four  times  a 
year  to  three  times  a year.  Exhi- 
biting in  Wisconsin  at  both  the 
local  shows  and  our  conventicns  has 
dwindled  to  about  35  exhibits  put 
together  by  about  a dozen  families. 

Some  of  our  local  clubs  have  ceased 
to  exist  and  most  are  struggling 
with  the  same  problems  as  all 
other  clubs;  namely  maintaining 
membership  levels  and  treasury 
balances  in  an  economy  which  is 
inflationary  and  recessionary. 
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You  might  be  wondering  what  my 
goals  are  for  the  next  two  years. 
I believe  that  we  must  bury  our 
hatchets  and  get  down  to  promoting 
the  hobby.  In  order  to  do  this  we 
must: 

1.  Recruit  more  collectors  as  mem- 
bers of  NOW. 

2.  Set  up  a convention  manual  for 
our  annual  show. 

3.  Encourage  exhibiting  both  at 
the  state  and  local  levels. 

4.  Foster  more  contact  beb^^^  lo- 
cal and  state  organizations 
and  their  membership. 

5.  Have  more  news  from  the  local 
clubs  in  NOW  NEWS. 

In  order  to  accomplish  these 
goals,  I have  asked  Gene  Johnson 
to  accept  the  position  of  Editor 
and  Jerry  Tillung  to  stay  on  as  Se- 
cretary/Treasurer. If  you  know 
of  your  local  show  dates  or  have 
local  club  news  for  our  newsletter 
please  send  it  to  myself  or  Gene 
Johnson.  Remember  you  don't  have 
to  be  a literary  expert  to  write 
up  your  club  news.  What  is  impor- 
tant is  that  we  receive  it  in  time 
for  the  NOW  NEWS  and  that  it  tells 
the  story  you  want  to  tell.

BCB  LEMKE-  VJNWA 

The  highest  price  ever  paid  for  a 
Wisconsin  National  Bank  Note  was 
realized  April  10  when  NOW  Past 
President  H.S.  "Monte"  Sherwin 
paid  $10,000  for  an  about  uncir- 
culated Series  18?5  $5  Black  Cha- 
rter from  The  Kellogg  National  Ba- 
nk of  Green  Bay  in  a sealed  bid 
auction  conducted  by  Hickman  and 
Oakes,  Iowa  City,  Iowa. 


Black  Charter  Nationals  are  ai  ex- 
clusive and  elusive  sub-type  wilh- 
in  the  National  Currency  series  in 
that  the  bank  charter  number  which 
National  Currency  Law  required  on 
all  Series  1875  and  later  notes 
was  engraved  right  into  the  print- 
ing plate, rather  than  overprinted 
in  red  as  was  done  on  the  bulk  of 
Series  1875  notes.  Only  $5  Nati- 
onals are  known  to  exist  with  Black 
Charter  numbers,  and  only  7“8 
banks  are  represented  ty  surviving 
specimens  today. 

Just  two  specimens  of  the  Green 
Bay  Black  Charter  note  are  known, 
the  AU  specimen,  which  was  part 
of  the  personal  collection  offamed 
money  dealer/ researcher/ cataloger 
William  P.Donlon,  and  a fine  con- 
dition note  in  the  collection  of 
Amon  Carter, Jr. , Ft .Worth, Texas. 

It  was  rumored  before  the  sale 
that  the  Kellogg  Citizens  National 
Bank  in  Green  Bay, the  direct  suc- 


cessor to  the  bank  which  issued  the 
Black  Charter  note,  was  going  to 
be  a bidder, but  they  did  not  ten- 
der a bid.  A number  of  other  bids 
were  received  cn  the  great  Wiscon- 
sin rarity.  though,  ranging  from 
$1,300  to  $9,500. 

While  the  Black  Charter  was  far 
and  away,  the  highlight  of  the  28 
Badger  State  Nationals  consigned 
to  the  auction,  there  were  other 
notes  of  special  interest. 

The  second  highest  selling  Wiscon- 
sin note  was  a scarce  type  on  a 
scarce  town,  a series  1882  Value 
Back  $20  from  The  First  Wisconsin 
Bank  of  Tigerton.  Grading  VF, 
though  impaired  by  rust  spots, the 
note  is  one  of  only  6l6  of  the 
type  issued  by  that  bank,  and  it 
was  bid  to  $385*  Another  Tigerton 
note,  a small  size  $10  in  VG,sold 
for  $44-. 

The  note  which  received  the  grea- 
test number  of  bids  in  the  Wis- 
consin consignment  was  a Type  II 
series  1929  National,  a $20  in  AU 
condition  from  The  First  National 
Bank  of  Hudson.  One  of  only  293 
pieces  issued, it  received  21  bids 
and  went  to  the  top  bidder  at 
$165,  on  a $100+  estimate. 

A pair  of  CU  1929  $20s,from  Madi- 
son's 1st  N.B.and  Marinette's  1st 
Stephenson  N.B.  went  for  $77  and 
$82.50  respectively.  An  XV  $20 
on  the  same  Marinette  bank  went 
for  $27.50  while  a fine  Type  2 
went  for  $35*50 

Milwaukee  was  represented  by  four 
1929  notes.  A CU  $20  from  The  Ma- 
rine N. Exchange  Bank  sold  for  $70 
a fine  $10  on  The  N.B. of  Commerce 
brought  $21. 50. a F-VF  $20  on  that 
bank  sold  for  $25*50  and  a Gem  CU 
$5  on  the  Sixth  Wisconsin  N.B. 
sold  for  $70. 

The  final  Wisconsin  note  in  the 
sale  was  another  of  the  hoard  of 
CU  $5  Series  1929  notes  from  The 
First  N.B.  of  Wausau.lt  sold  for

The  1980  edition  of  the 
Guidebook  of  Franklin  Mint 
Issues  has  just  been  rele- 
ased by  Krause  Publications 
of  lola,  WI . This  is  the 
Seventh  edition  of  this 
collector  reference  work 
which  was  first  released 
in  late  197^* 


The  1980  edition  has  been 
expanded  and  covers  all 
numismatic  issues  and  other 
collectibles  from  I985  to 
1979 ‘All  market  valuations 
have  been  updated,  except 
that  silver  and  gold  items 
are  not  valued  due  to  the 
volatility  of  the  bullion 
markets.  Complete  data, in- 
cluding mintages,  size  and 
composition,  is  given  for 
each  of  the  over  20,000 
items  listed. 

The  30^“P2ige  Guidebook  is 
bound  in  a beautiful  full- 
color  cover  and  more  infor- 
mation is  presented  this 
year  even  though  more  effi- 
cient use  of  space  has  ac- 
tually reduced  the  number 
of  pages. 

One  of  the  most  significant 
improvements  is  the  listing 
of  troy  ounces  for  most  me- 
dals, ingots,  and  medallic 
covers  produced  in  silver 
and  gold. 

More  than  1000  photographs 
have  been  used  to  illustrate 
all  of  the  items  the  Frank- 
lin Mint  has  produced  since 
its  first  issue  in  1965-

Which  nation  or  ruler  first  hon- 
ored Our  Lord  by  portraying  him 
on  a coin?  The  portrait  of  Jesus 
did  not  appear  on  any  coins  until 
about  700  years  after  his  birth. 
What  was  the  reason  for  that 
delay?  In  answering  that  question 
it  might  be  well  to  note  that  the 
ancient  decree  of  Jehovah  directed 
to  the  faithful  that;  "Thou  shalt 
not  make  unto  thee  a graven  image 
nor  any  manner  of  likeness, of  any- 
thing that  is  in  heaven  above,  or 
that  is  in  the  earth  beneath,  or 
that  is  in  the  water  under  the 

earth for  I the  Lord  thy  God  am 

a jealous  God. " 

The  Rabbis  had  ruled  that  the  use 
of  images  other  than  that  of  per- 
sons were  permitted.  For  instance 
it  was  perfectly  proper  to  place 
on  a coin  crosses , anchors , flowers 
stars,  buildings,  animals,  or  any 
utensils,  but  a graven  image  of  a 
human  being  evoked  a solem  curse 
by  the  supervisors  of  the  synago- 
gues. To  such  renegades  the  men 
of  God  would  say,  "Anathema."  And 
who  would  dare  to  interferein  such 
a matter? 

To  the  Byzantine  empire  goes  the 
honor  of  showing  Christ  on  coins. 
This  empire  was  really  a successor 
state  to  the  Roman  Empire.  It  was 
named  for  its  ancient  capitol  By- 
zantium. This  great  empire  in  the 
east  lasted  for  about  1000  years. 
Religious  controversies  played  an 
important  part  in  its  history.  It 
carried  on  the  Graeco  Roman  Civ- 
ilization blended  with  Oriental 
influences.  Its  arts  and  its 
architecture  were  outstanding  and 
grand  in  scope. 
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Justinian  II  introduced  for  the 
first  time  a portrait  of  Christ 
on  a gold  coin  but  this  emperor 
was  thoroughly  hated  before  he 
violated  the  ancient  order  and 
his  doing  so  made  him  the  more 
despised.  This  coin  issue  lasted 
for  only  a few  years  and  disappe- 
ared in  the  year  720  AD.  Then  for 
many  years  Christ  on  coins  v?as  not 
used . 

In  787  Christian  images  again  ap- 
peared on  Byzantine  coins.  Basil 
I showed  Christ  enthroned.  This 
emperor  ruled  from  867  to  886. All 
coins  bearing  the  Christ  image  be- 
fore that  time  had  a bust  of 
Christ.  This  coin  maker  had  murd- 
ered Emperor  Michael  III  and  even 
though  he  was  a murderer, his  term 
as  emperor  turned  out  to  be  an  era 
of  grandeur  and  splendor. 

In  the  reign  of  Leo  VI, we  find  that 
he  had  pictured  Christ  seated  and 
these  coins  were  to  replace  the 
Christ  Pantocrator.  This  emperor 
was  known  as  Leo  the  Wise  and  some- 
times as  Leo  the  Philosopher.  He 
codified  the  Justinian  Law.  His 
rule  ended  in  912. 

Now  history  mentions  Nicephorus 
Phocas  II  who  ruled  until  969-  He 
had  usurped  the  throne  after 
marrying  Theophana,  the  widow  of 
Romanus  II.  Nicephorus  hated  all 
preachers  and  papal  prelates  and 
was  for  that  reason  very  urpcpular. 
His  wife's  lover  murdered  him  in 
cold  blood  and  this  lovable  fellow 
became  Emperor  John  I.  He  was 

also  known  as  Tzimisces,  the  mur- 
derer. However,  he  wanted  the 
world  to  know  and  to  think  that 
he  was  a very  pious  man  and  that 
he  was  an  instrument  of  heaven 
and  thus  he  proclaimed  that  he 
had  been  crowned  to  his  imperial 
office  by  the  Holy  Virgin  herself. 
And,  as  a matter  of  fact,  he  was 
able  to  maintain  this  glorious 
reputation  for  great  piety.  In 
order  to  increase  popular  notice, 
he  issued  a bronze  coin  without 
his  own  name  or  his  own  picture

MEMORIAL  AWARD 

The  Milwaukee  Numismatic 
Society  has  set  in  motion 
plans  that  honor  the  club's 
late  treasurer  Tony  Tramte 
by  designating  the  club's 
Best  of  Show  trophy  for 
exhibits  as  the"Anthony  J. 
Tramte  Memorial  Best  Of 
Show  Award."  The  award  is 
to  be  of  5~year  duration. 
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A full  front  portrait  of  the  assassinated  Tolbert  appears  on 
this  $100  .900  fine  gold  commemorative  honoring  the 
Organization  of  African  Unity.  The  Summit  Conference  for 
the  OAU  was  held  in  Monrovia,  Liberia,  and  appointed  Tol- 
bert as  chairman. 

TOLBERT  TOPPLES 
By  Trey  Foerster  - WNWA 

Liberia  was  thought  to  be  the  most 
stable  of  Africa's  republics.  Yet 
a predawn  coup  on  April  12  by  Army 
enlisted  men  ousted  the  government 
of  President  William  R .TDlbert , Jr . 

Headed  by  the  28-year  old  Master 
Sgt.  Samuel  K.  Doe,  the  coup  was 
instigated  because  the  government 
was. . . "rampant  with  corruption. " 
Corrupt  practices  included  nepo- 
tism and  allegations  of  conflict 
of  interest  concerning  Tolbert’s 
widespread  business  interests. 

Soon  after  midnight  on  April  12, 
shooting  erL5)ted  from  the  executive 
mansion  and  on  several  military 
installations.  President  Tolbert 
is  said  to  have  received  three 
bullet  wounds  to  the  head  and  his 
wife  Veronica  was  arrested.  The 
rebels  also  arrested  15  others 
who  are  said  to  have  been  instru- 
mental in  Tolbert's  government. 
These  include  five  military  offi- 
cers . 

In  1935, Tolbert  beganhis  govern- 
ment career  as  a typist  in  the 
country's  treasury.  The  following 
year,  he  was  najned  a government 
disbursing  officer. In  '43»Tolbert 
was  elected  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives,a position  he  held  un- 
til his  appointment  to  the  vice- 
presidency  in  1951  ty  William  V.S. 
Tubman . 
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Succeeding  Tubman  as  president  on 
July  23,  1971,  Tolbert  instituted 
some  fundamental  changes  in  his 
first  two  years  in  office. He  abo- 
lished the  pomp  and  ceremony  his 
predecessor  had  thrived  upon  and 
encouraged  freedom  of  expression. 
In  addition,  he  dismissed  some 
cabinet  ministers  for  corruption, 
revamped  the  security  system , freed 
political  prisoners,  and  lowered 
the  voting  age  to  18. 

Despite  these  initiatives,  crit- 
icism ol  the  government  was  sharp. 
It  is  said  that  Tolbert  was  deep- 
ly hurt  by  these  criticisms,  thus 
overreaction  to  the  April  14,1979 
rice  riots.  At  Tolbert's  command, 
the  police  opened  fire  on  demons- 
trators irrate  over  the  scheduled 
price  increase  on  rice. There  were 
74  persons  killed, according  toof- 
ficial  records.  The  demonstration 
was  followed  by  24  hours  of  riot- 
ing. 

According  to  Tolbert  himself,  the 
pinacle  of  his  career  came  in  July 
1979  when  he  was  appointed  as 
chairman  of  the  Organization  of 
Africa  Unity.  As  a result  of  this 
appointment,  Tolbert  had  issued  a 
Liberian  proof  $100  gold  coin  to 
honor  the  1979  Summit  Conference 
of  the  OAU  at  Monrovia,  capital 
of  Liberia.  This  coin  measures 
26.16mm  in  diameter , weighs  10.93 
grams  and  is  .9OO  fine.  Obverse 
depicts  a sculpted  portrait  of 
Tolbert,  which  was  specially  cre- 
ated for  this  coin.  Reverse  bears 
the  Liberian  national  crest.  The 
coin  was  struck  by  The  Franklin 
Mint  and  sold  for  $175  each. 

Tolbert  is  portrayed  on  a number 
of  coins  issued  in  Liberia's  1979 
proof  set.  Denominations  include 
25  and  50“cents  and  $1  coins.  The 
dollar  coin  measures  34mm,  the 
half-dollar  29  mm,  and  the  quarter 
dollar  23  mm,  all  struck  in  cup- 
ronickel. Also  included  in  the 
proof  set  were  the  l-,2-,5~fand 
10-cent  coins  plus  a .9OO  fine 
silver  42mm  $5  coin.  This  proof 
set  sold  for  $45.

on  it.  For  he  knew  that  everybody 
would  see  and  handle  bronze  coins 
and  that  only  the  rich  had  gold 
coins. Sc  in  place  of  his  own  face 
he  placed  on  one  side  of  the  coin 
the  bust  of  Christ  and  on  the  oth- 
er side  the  inscription,  "Jesus 
Christ,  King  of  Kings." 

This  was  the  world's  first  bronze 
coin  to  bear  the  image  of  Christ. 
John  I did  this  to  give  glory  to 
himself  and  incidently  as  well  to 
the  Lord.  This  man  John  who  mint- 
ed such  beautiful  brcnze  coins  hon- 
oring the  Christ  as  the  King  of 
Kings  died  in  the  year  976,  leav- 
ing no  heir.
